The attached WFO teletype furnishes details 
regarding a recent threatening letter directed 
to Justice Blackmun. The letter, which 
displayed subject Watts' name and return 
address in Savannah, Georgia, was postmarked at 
Savannah on 8/2/85. 

The original letter was obtained from the 
U. S. Supreme Court Police, and is being 
forwarded to the FBI Laboratory and 
Identification Divisions for appropriate 
examination. The letter states in part, "I^ 
never wanted to kill as I do now. The killing 
includes every damn Federal Judge that has the 
sense of a damn maggit (sic)..,." 

During a previous investigation conducted in 
1982 , the U. S. Attorney declined prosecution 
of Watts for similar-type threats directed to 
Associate Supreme Court Justice Louis F. 

Powell, Jr. In the earlier investigation, it 
was determined that Watts was confined to a 
wheelchair and also had a surgically implanted 
voice box in this throat. Local police records 
disclosed numerous arrests for drunkenness and 
disorderly conduct. 

Savannah will interview subject Watts 
regarding this most recent threat to Justice 
‘ Blackmun, and thereafter obtain a prosecutive 
• decision from the U. S. Attorney's Office.
